‘Uh, uh, Stuie boy,’’ Matt said, 
shaking his head, ‘‘here’s your tick- 
et. I bought ’em at the box office.” 

I didn’t have to look at the tick- 
et. | knew it was going to be within 
the first five rows—counting down, 
that is, from the roof of the 
20,000-seat arena. I had counted on 
being right in on the action for this 
card, but I guess I was trapped. 
Oh, well. At least I would be 
among the 14,000 fans fortunate 
enough to see this historic card of 
wrestling. (Had it not been for 
about two inches of rainfall that 
day, the arena certainly would have 
been sold out.) 

This would be a very special eve- 
ning in New Jersey. Not only 
would the fans be treated to a card 
that included the top wrestlers from 
the Georgia and Mid-Atlantic ar- 
eas, but, more significantly, they 
would be treated to a piece of his- 
tory as well. The Meadowlands 
show was first card of NWA wres- 
tling held in the New York-metro- 
politan area:since the early 1960s, 
when Buddy Rogers was the cham- 
pion of the world. During the next 
two decades, when Bruno Sammar- 
tino ruled the WWF, there were 
few attempts by other federations

The feud between Brad Arm- 


strong and Ted DiBiase has been 
well documented in this magazine. 
It’s. an ugly war whose roots 
stretch far deeper than the com- 
mon cause for wrestling feuds: ath- 
letic pride and jealousy. DiBiase, a 
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man whom the fans used to honor 
with their cheers, has taken re- 


sponsibility for intlicting drastic fa- 
cial injuries on Brad’s father, Bob 
Armstrong. 

Brad promised that he would re- 
pay DiBiase tor the ruthless attack, 


and got his revenge when he took 
the National heavyweight belt from 
DiBiase while disguised as the 
masked Mr. R. Armstrong wasn’t 
proud of the methods of his re- 
venge, saying afterward, “The rules 
are important, very important. But 
there’s one thing that’s more im- 
portant: love. I'd kill for [my 
father]. 

Although Armstrong lost the belt 
to the Paul Ellering-managed Spoil- 
er, he soon reclaimed the belt in 
front of a hometown crowd at 
Marietta, Georgia's Cobb County 
Civic Center. After the match, 
while Brad celebrated with his ta- 
ther, DiBiase ran into the ring and, 
with The Spoiler and Ellering, at- 
tacked both men. Spoiler clamped 
his clawhold on Bob's healing ta- 
cial injuries, inflicting even more 
damage. 

Managing Editor Stu Saks, Asso- 
ciate Editor Craig Peters, and Assis- 
tant Editor Rich Countis spoke to 
Brad after a recent title defense in 
Cleveland. 


“ll wrestle either Spoiler or DiBiase anywhere, in any 
city, in any arena. You can’t do what they did to an 
Armstrong and get away with it.” 


Armstrong sneers at Ted DiBiase, who is watching his 
match with The Spoiler from ringside, 


STU SAKS: The last time we spoke, 
Brad, you had just beaten DiBiase 
for the National title. You've lost 
the title and regained it since then. 
Is being the champ any easier the 
second time around? 

BRAD ARMSTRONG: Well, Stu, to 
tell you the truth, it’s tougher now, 
a lot tougher. It seems like every- 
one wants a piece of me. On top 
of that, | have DiBiase and The 
Spoiler chasing me all over the 
place: in Georgia, on tour here in 
Ohio, Michigan, West Virginia, 
New Jersey, and Maryland. There’s 
no let up. 

CRAIG PETERS: Do you think the 
feud with DiBiase will adversely af- 
fect your title reign? 

BA: You’ know, I’m very proud to 
be the National champion, and | 
do revere this championship belt, 
but | can’t just turn my back on 
what that ‘scumbucket Ted DiBiase 
did to my father. | can’t let him off 
the hook for breaking my father’s 
face. Jeez, he broke his face! If | let 
him get away with that, | wouldn’t 
be able to live with myself. Getting 
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DiBiase back for what he did is 
more important than the National 
title. It's a case of family vs. career. 
Family will always come first. Any- 
way, DiBiase wants the title, and | 
want him, so it all works out. 
RICH COUNTIS: What's the status 
of your father’s recovery? 

BA: Right now, he’s still seeing a 
plastic surgeon. Like | told Stu dur- 
ing our last interview, he’s had 
both cheekbones replaced. 

SS: They removed one of his ribs 
to replace the cheekbones, right? 
BA: That’s right. He has one more 
operation to go through, and then 
all he has to do is heal properly, 
with no interruptions. This time, 
he’s not going near a wrestling 
ring. | couldn't believe what hap- 
pened in Marietta. 

CP: Didn’t you consider the possi- 
bility that The Spoiler and DiBiase 
might be planning to attack your 
father? 

BA: That was shameful! I’m almost 
embarrassed to say that I’m in the 
same line of work as those two, 
and Paul Ellering. | never thought 
about it. | was too happy about 
winning the title back to think 
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Armstrong's National title victory over The Spoiler was an extremely costly one. As Brad and his 
father, Bob, celebrated in the ring, Spoiler and DiBiase violently attacked the pair. Bob, who was 
recovering from a previous DiBiase assault, was again badly injured. 


about something so terrible. 

SS: You've got The Spoiler and 
DiBiase after you ... 

BA: | think it’s more like we're af- 
ter each other. I’ve said it on TV, 
and I'll say it every time I’m asked: 
I'll wrestle either Spoiler or DiBiase 
anywhere, in any city, in any arena. 
Or, if they like it better this way, 
I'll fight them in any alley or in any 
parking lot they want. All | want is 
a piece of them. You can’t do what 
they did to an Armstrong and get 
away with it. 

RC: | think Stu was about to ask 
about the other worthy challengers 
for your title. There are a lot of 
good men in the Georgia area 
waiting for a title shot. How about 
Jake Roberts, or Tommy Rogers, or 
Tim Horner, or Billy Jack? 

BA: First, let me apologize to you 


Stu for cutting you off like that. I’m 
just getting real hyped up about 
this whole situation. I’ve been fly- 
ing off the handle at everyone. As 
far as the other challengers go, | 
know they're there. I’ve wrestled 
Roberts a few times now, and | 
know that he’s tough. You can see 
how much trouble Ronnie Garvin's 
having with him. Rogers and 
Horner are great wrestlers. They're 
like me. They’re young, fast, talent- 
ed. | would welcome a match 
against either of them. It would be 
a relief to wrestle in a purely scien- 
tific match. As far as Billy Jack 
goes, I’ve only seen him wrestle a 
few times, and I’ve read about him 
in your magazines. He’s a powerful 
guy. | have a lot of respect for him. 
You can tell just by his body that 
he has a lot of discipline. You 


don’t build a body like that with- 
out it. There’s also some talk that 
Barry Windham’s planning ‘to sign 
for some matches in the Georgia 
area. Barry and | became good 
friends when | was wrestling in 
Florida a while back, and | know 


that he would be a great challeng- 
er. Hopefully, these matches will 
be signed. I'd like to see it, and | 
know the fans would enjoy them. 
CP: Does it help to have the fans 
behind you when you're in, the 
ring against DiBiase or The Spoiler? 
BA: Oh, definitely. It’s good to 
know that you've got some sup- 
port. The ring can be a real lonely 
place, you know? When you got 
the people behind you,.though, it’s 
almost like you're not there alone. 
SS: Do you see any end in sight 
with this feud between you, The 
Spoiler, and DiBiase? 

BA: Yeah, | see an end. The end 
will be when I’ve gotten them 
back for everything they've done 
to the Armstrongs. Everything. Not 
only the physical injuries, but for 
all the mental anguish we've gone 
through, all the worrying, and all 
the days my dad spent in the hos- 
pital. I'll do it alone, or I'll do it 
with help, but I'll get the job done. 
I'll sacrifice my health and my title. 
Family is number one. Right now, 
nothing else matters. Oo

Rates His Challengers 


RICK MARTEL: 


Rick Martel has

He 
recently realized his 
championship dream by 
defeating Jumbo Tsuruta 
for the AWA belt. Now 
Martel is a target for 
some of the top names in 
the sport, and the young 

Canadian is beginning to 

truly understand the 
rigors of being champion 


N THE FIRST week of June, I had 

the pleasure of traveling to Montre- 
al to visit with Rick Martel. We spent a 
lot of time in the photo studio, and 
Rick was proud and honored to pose 
with the AWA World belt around his 
waist. 

During those studio: sessions, Rick 
and I got to talking about the differ- 
ences between being a contender for a 
title and being the holder of that title. 
It's a topic I've discussed countless 
times before with countless other 
champions, and I'm always fascinated 
fo discover that each wrestler has his 
own unique thoughts on the subject. 

In Martel’s case, the difference of 
being challenger and champion was

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he has to wrestle much harder now 
than ever before. He has to wrestle 
harder to maintain his hold on the 
World title, and he has to wrestle 
harder to bring the kind of character 
to his title reign that he would like the 
belt, and his name, to be associated 
with. You can bet that Rick Martel 
won't be disqualifying himself ‘to keep 
his title! 

From speaking about the champion- 
ship in general terms, Martel shifted to 
speaking about various top contenders 
in very specific terms. I placed our 
discussions on tape, and what follows 


are selected comments — transcribed 
from larger discussions about the five 
top contenders to his AWA title: Nick 
Bockwinkel, Blackjack Lanza, Jumbo 
Tsuruta, Bruiser Brody, and Jeny 
Lawler. Not only are. these men the 
top five athletes in the AWA, but they 
are among the very best athletes in all 
of professional wrestling. 

“The wrestling talent in the AWA 
nght now is the cream of the crop as 
far as the entire sport is concerned,” 
Martel said. “The level of expertise in 
the AWA has never been greater, and 
that's something I have to -contend 


with as champion. I've held regional 
singles titles before, and I've had the 
WWF tag team title twice, but those 
championships are nothing compared 
to this. As far as Im concerned, I've 
never had it so tough.” 

I'm sure youll find the following 
quotes enlightening reading, for they 
reveal a segment of Martel's personality 
that could not possibly have been re- 
vealed until his ascension to the AWA 
throne. Indeed, they provide a rare 
glimpse into two personalities: Martel 
the champion, and Martel the man.

Nick Bockwinkel: “For all the criti- 
cism that was aimed at Bockwinkel 
during his title reign, it can’t be forgot- 
ten that he is one of the most intelli- 
gent men in the sport. Right now he’s 
the number one contender, and I've 
already wrestled him a couple of times. 
He’s dangerous. Very dangerous. 
When he was champion, he could sim- 
ply disqualify himself to keep the title. 
But now that he’s no longer champion, 
his entire wrestling style has changed, 
just as my own style is in the process 
of changing. And the most dangerous 
thing about Bockwinkel is that it's im- 
possible to tell what his style is chang- 
ing into. When I wrestle Bockwinkel, 
I'm very, very careful about trying to, 
anticipate what's coming next. One 
false move on my part will cost me the 
title—Bockwinkel’s not the type of 
wrestler who gives you a_ second 
chance.” 


Blackjack Lanza: “Lanza is a big 
man, and he’s got experience to spare. 
What would’ make him a difficult oppo- 
nent is the fact that he’s willing to take 
five or six blows in order to get in one 
of his own. He's an incredibly tough 
man; when he does get in that one 
blow, it has the same effect as those 
five or six from someone else! Lanza is 
also extremely dangerous with his claw- 
hold, but I like to think that if we ever 
stepped into the ring together, my 
speed and agility would enable me to 
outmaneuver him and escape the 
claw.”

Jumbo Tsuruta: “Well, this is the 
man, isn’t it? The former champion, 
the man I defeated for the title. What 
can I say? I've got nothing but respect 
for Tsuruta’s wrestling abilities. His sci- 
entific knowledge is excellent, and he 
can maneuver you halfway into a hold 
before you're even able to figure out 
what he’s doing and devise a counter 
for it. His knowledge of the Lou 
Thesz-style backdrop makes him all 
the more dangerous. He's the kind of 
opponent who keeps you at top speed 
both mentally and physically, and if 
you can’t keep up an incredible level 
of endurance in both of those areas, 
he’s going to pin you. He may be 
considered the number three contend- 
er to my title, but I would have to rate 
him my number ohe threat.” 


Bruisér Brody: “A wildman. Brody 
has got unbelievable speed, agility, and 
raw energy. He’s got scientific knowl- 
edge and he can brawl like mad. He 


knows how to use the ropes, and his 


aerial skills are superb. His stamina is 
excellent as well. In many respects, 
Brody is the all-round perfect wrestler, 
but I think he has a tendency to allow 
himself to get out of control. On the 
other hand, | pride myself on maintain- 
ing a high level of self-control through- 
out my matches. I think that any 


As champion, Bockwinkel would find himself in trouble and intentionally get himself disqualified to 
keep his belt.

match between Brody and myself 
would revolve around this issue. | 
would hope that as long as I could 
incite Brody to allow himself to lose 
control, my own level of control would 
be able to capitalize on his inevitable 
mistakes and capture the match. | 
would hope. Because if I had to slug it 
out with Brody in a brawl, I doubt if I 
would be able to survive for very long.” 


Jerry Lawler: “I watched several of 
Lawler’s matches against Bockwinkel 
when Nick had the title, and I must 
say that Lawler was excellent. You 
know, if Bockwinkel didn’t have such a 
penchant for disqualifying himself, 
Lawler would have taken the title from 


him long ago. Then Tsuruta would 
have had to wrestle Lawler for the belt, 
and I'm not sure if he would have 
been able to defeat him. In many re- 
spects, Lawler’s style parallels my own, 
and I believe that a match with him 
would remain primarily scientific. As 
far as Lawler is concemed, it would 
have to be a scientific match—that’s 
his forte. Where Brody could destroy a 
man with his brawling, I think Lawler 
would get himself destroyed if he tried 
to wrestle exclusively on that level. And 
in a purely scientific match, [ think I’ve 
got the edge on Lawler both in speed 
and in endurance. I'd like to test that 
theory; [ think a match with Lawler 
would be a classic.” J

Kerry Von Erich’s dream came true 
when he pinned Ric Flair’s shoulders 
to the mat and captured the NWA 
World title. In that moment of 
ecstasy, however, he couldn't have 
imagined the whirlwind of activity 
that would immediately follow—nor 
could he have imagined that the belt 
would be back around Flair’s waist 
less than three weeks later! 
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HE SOUND OF 43,517 fans 

screaming in ecstasy was deaf- 
ening. And the emotions that 
gripped Kerry Von Erich in the 
center of the ring in Texas Stadium 
were overwhelming. 

Kerry had just defeated Ric Flair 
for the NWA World title. Most im- 
portant to Kerry, the match took 
place on a card of wrestling that 
was dedicated to the memory of 
his brother David. 

“| hope that | can live up to the 
responsibilities of the NWA cham- 
pionship,” Kerry said in an inter- 
view the following day. “This title 
means a lot to me because it 
doesn’t belong just to me. It be- 
longs to my family, my friends, the 
43,000 people who were in Texas 
Stadium yesterday afternoon, and 
most of all, it belongs to my broth- 
er David. And that’s where the 
meaning for this title reign comes 
from. I’m devoting my title reign to 
David. It’s his championship as 
much as it is mine.” 

The responsibilities of the NWA 
title would make their demands on 
Kerry even before he had the 
chance to rest from the Texas Sta- 
dium card, catch his breath, and 
get used to the idea of being the 
World champion. 

“There's no rest for the World 
champion,” Ric Flair was once 
quoted as saying. “Either you set 
your controls at 100 percent and 
forge ahead full force at all times, 
or you're going to lose the title. It’s 
that simple.” 

And that difficult. 


The Texas Matches 


Kerry's first match as NWA 
champion was a title defense 
against Freebird Terry Gordy in 
Fort Worth, Texas. 

“In most of the matches involv- 
ing The Freebirds,” notes Senior 
Editor Bill Apter, who was at ring- 
side photographing the Von Erich- 
Gordy match, “Terry Gordy wres- 
tles like a brawler, tries to jam the 
Oriental spike into his opponent's

throat, and a lot of the action 
might take place out of the ring. 

“But in the Fort Worth match, | 
think Gordy surprised a lot of peo- 
ple,” Apter continued. “He certain- 
ly surprised me. Gordy’s usually a 
brawler, but on that night he 
showed a lot of people that he can 
truly wrestle, in the classic sense of 
the word. Even though | think Ker- 
ry was also surprised, he was able 
to adjust quickly, Having that abili- 
ty is the mark of a champion.” 

Kerry won that first title defense 
when Gordy attempted a_ flying 
bodypress off the top rope. He 
landed on Kerry, who quickly 
rolled Gordy over for the pin. 

In the five days that followed, 
Kerry would wrestle Ric Flair four 
times—two of those would be title 
matches. 

“When Flair and | were negotiat- 
ing contracts for the May 6 Texas 
Stadium card,” Von Erich points 
out, “provisions were made for re- 
matches. One of those rematches 
was scheduled for May 12 in San 
Antonio, with the stipulation that it 
would take place only if Flair had 
lost the title. Then | added a title 
rematch of my own for May 9 in 
Corpus Christi, a match that would 
take place no matter who won on 
May 6. 


“And when it became known 


that there were two dates open in 
Kerry continued, 


Texas,” “Flair

snapped those up. Although the 
NWA wouldn't allow the title to be 
placed on the line against the 
same man so many times, both of 
us were anxious to take those 
matches. From my standpoint, | 
wanted to show the world that my 
win over him was not a fluke. And 
| suppose his strategy was to wres- 
tle me as many times as possible 
so that he could wear me down 
for our next title match. And I'll tell 
you something—four matches in 
five days against Flair was agoniz- 
ing. Absolutely agonizing.” 


The Florida Circuit 
When 


the NWA World _ title 


changes hands, the new champion 


must assume the schedule of title 
defenses already signed by the for- 
mer champion. During his seven 
days in Florida, Kerry Von Erich 
had to defend the title eight times! 
“Looking at the schedule objec- 
tively,” Kerry said, “the week of 
matches in Florida was certainly 
harder for me than it would have 
been for Flair. A man like Mike 
Rotondo is a familiar quantity to 
Flair; he’s wrestled him several 
times already, and has a set de-

BILLY JACK 


HE FORMER’ BODY- 

BUILDING champion is 
quickly becoming one of the 
most popular wrestlers in the 
sport today ... Born in Port- 
land, Oregon, on July 10, 1953 
. .. Became involved in sports 
at the Police Athletic League 
Boy’s Club in Portland, where 
he spent his after-school hours 
. .. Developed into a fine prep 
level basketball player, leading 
his team in scoring three years 
consecutively ... A confronta- 
tion on the court led Billy to 
the ring for the first time... 
A fight with an opposing player 
was settled with a boxing 
match, which Billy won 
Went home and told his par- 7 
ents he wanted to be a boxer = 
. .. Began training for fights, running, and lifting weights 
. .. By age 15, was boxing in one or two amateur fights 
a month ... Sparred with top-ranked light heavyweight 
Andy Kendall . . . Compiled a 35-2-1 record while win- 
ning local tournaments ... A series of family tragedies 
began to occur at this time .. . Billy’s Uncle Red died in 
1969 .. . Soon afterward, Billy’s mother died . . . Billy’s 
lost interest in his activities and in school, quitting in his 
junior year of high school ... “‘I started hanging out 
wiht the wrong people,’’ he said. ‘‘I started to lose control 
of myself’? .. . Joined the Army, signing for a three-year 
enlistment . .. Went AWOL after nine months . . . Was 
given a dishonorable discharge and sentenced to six 
months in the stockade at Ft. Lewis, Washington ... ‘I 
was losing touch with my family, because I had no self- 
esteem,”’ he said ... Took a job as a janitor at age 20 
... Continued to lift weights ... “It was a way of 
relieving pressure,’’ he said. ‘“‘Some people smoke. Some 
drink. I chose to lift weights” ... Began to gamble 
heavily ... Was arrested and convicted of assault, and 
placed on probation . . . Was again arrested for fighting, 
this time convicted of harrassment, but again not sen- 
tenced ... Was witness to a rape in 1977 and attacked 
the perpetrator ... Was convicted of Assault I for the 
attack and was sentenced to five years in prison... “All 


I did in prison was lift weights. 
What an experience,’ he said 
Was paroled after two 
years on a work-release pro- 
gram with the YMCA 
While working at the Y, began 
to use their weightlifting and 
racquetball facilities .. . Won a 
regional racquetball tournament 
at age 27... While watching 
wrestling on TV with his family 
one night, decided that his fu- 
ture would be in the wrestling 
ring ... ‘For the first time 
since I was 13, I knew what I 
wanted,’’ he said ... Won the 
" Pacific Coast Bodybuilding 
Championship in March 1982 
in order to impress Portland 
promoter Don Owen 
Trained six days a week, four 
hours a day ... ‘‘I lived in the gym,” he said, ‘‘and the 
judges and the audience could see the results’’ . . . Owen, 
impressed with his discipline and attitude, sent Billy to 
Calgary, Alberta, to start training with Stu Hart ... Was 
called back to Portland by Owen in October , . . After a 
month, teamed with Stan Stasiak and won the Pacific 
Northwest tag team championship ... Later defeated 
Dynamite Kid for the Pacific Northwest heavyweight 
championship . . . Held the belt until leaving for Florida 
... “I wanted to meet Dusty Rhodes,’’ he said. ‘“‘He 
knows what it is like to be down to the very bottom of 
life, like I was’’ ... Florida fans named him ‘‘The Peo- 
ple’s Choice’ . . . Impressed the fans with his skill and 
power . .. Received high praise for his submission hold, 
the full-nelson, in which he utilizes his most notable 
attribute, his strength .. . Began feuding with Ninja war- 
rior Kendo Nagasaki ... Defeated Kendo on March 31 
in Lakeland, Florida, in a cage match to win the Florida 
State heavyweight title ... Credited with running Buzz 
Sawyer out of Florida after soundly defeating the “‘Mad 
Dog”’ in a match in Orlando . . . Has begun to appear in 
Georgia while he continues to defend the Florida belt 
against Ron Bass, Molokai, and Superstar Billy Graham 
... “Until the end of my career,’”’ he said, “Pll remain

Superstar Billy Graham. Billy Jack is currently 
feuding with Superstar Graham, another 
practitioner of the full-nelson. Graham's adviser, 
Sir Oliver Humperdink, claims that Graham is 
more accomplished in his application of the hold, 
a statement that Billy intends to refute in the ring. 


TOUGHEST OPPONENT 

Cowboy Ron Bass. Since his loss of the Southern 
heavyweight title to Mike Rotondo, Ron Bass has 
been campaigning for Billy Jack's Florida belt. 
Billy has said that his matches with Bass have 
been the toughest of his career. “You can't take 
anything away from Bass,” Billy said. “He can give 
it out and take it, too.” 


TULLY BLANCHARD'S 


LONELY QUEST FOR 
_MID-ATLANTIC SUPREMACY 


RO WRESTLERS KNOW 

that standing in the center of a 
ring is the loneliest feeling in the 
world. There’s no one to help him 
and everyone is watching each 
move. Any failure becomes com- 
mon knowledge almost instantly. 
All a wrestler can depend upon is 
himself. A man can’t get any more 
alone than that. 

Outside the ring, wrestlers try 
and get what help they can. Some 
find managers, others form close 
friendships with other grapplers. A 
few find friends outside the profes- 
sion they can trust. It’s the excep- 
tion who tries to go it alone. Those 
wrestlers who are loners, as a rule, 
don’t last very long. The pressure 

_of doing it all by himself is usually 
too much for any man. 

Veteran wrestlers know this and 
don’t try to go it alone. If circum- 
stance finds them without a confi- 
dant, they’ll go out of their way to 
find someone. It’s not uncommon 
for a wrestler to leave the sport 
until he can find someone to trust. 
The sport is too dangerous for a 
man to risk not having someone to 
advise him or at least lend a sym- 
pathetic ear. 

That’s why so many. people are 
stunned by Tully Blanchard’s quest 


Tully Blanchard wants to dominate Mid-Atlantic wrestling. By 
doing it the hardest way possible, there’s every chance he 
can destroy himself. Blanchard doesn’t feel that anyone can 
be trusted to advise him or even be his friend. If he’s going to 


make it to the top, he’s going to make it on his own

for supremacy in the Mid-Atlantic 
states. He’s trying to make it total- 
ly on his own. What makes it even 
stranger is that Blanchard is facing 
some of the toughest competition 
any man would dare to challenge. 
Blanchard must battle men like 
Carlos Colon, Junkyard Dog, and 
Rick Steamboat. As if that wasn’t 
enough, he also intends to chal- 
lenge Ric Flair for the NWA 
World championship. He dares to 
do all this without a friend in his 
corner. To accomplish his goals, 
most veteran observers agree that 
would make Blanchard a miracle 
worker. They believe he’s actually 
trapped himself into an insane exhi- 
bition of wrestling suicide. 

It wasn’t always like this for 
Blanchard. When he first ventured 
to the Mid-Atlantic region, Tully 
aligned himself with Paul Jones 
and Gary Hart, two top if ruthless 
managers. Though his many vic- 
tories under their tutelage might 
not have been the most honorable, 
no one could deny his success. But 
then Blanchard left both men. 
Rather than align himself with 
someone else, as everyone expected 
he would, Blanchard decided to do 
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it all on his own. 

Blanchard doesn’t like to talk 
about why he chose this almost im- 
possible way to wrestle. If he agrees 
to give interviews at all, Tully usu- 
ally limits himself to short answers 
that reveal nothing, In many ways, 
he has become wrestling’s hermit, 
alone in everything he does. 

That much solitude would ex-

haust any man. That’s why he felt 
the need to explain himself to 
someone. He called our offices and 
asked if we’d like an exclusive in- 
terview about why he insists on 
trying to make it alone. We imme- 
diately accepted his offer. 

When Blanchard arrived, he 
wore the weary expression of a 
man on the run. Even after the 
interview, we aren’t sure what he’s 
running from or where he’s desper- 
ate to go. 

‘No one would choose to go it 
alone,’’ he began, ‘‘and I didn’t 
start that way. After I split with 
Jones and Hart, it occurred to,me 
that a manager was wrong for 
what I wanted. Let’s say I didn’t 
want to trust anyone. I know that 
can be suicidal, and I fought 
against the feeling. There was noth- 
ing I could do about it. There was 
no one | wanted to trust. 

“TI know guys who’ve felt like I 
did. They consider themselves burnt 
out and take a vacation for a 
while. I don’t feel burnt out. I’ve 
never wanted to wrestle so much in 
my life. So Ill wrestle without any- 
one’s help. Just because most men 
can’t survive like that doesn’t mean 


it’s impossible. It isn’t what I 
hoped to have happen, but I have 
to play the hand I’m dealt.” 

When asked if the loneliness be- 
comes worse as time goes on, Blan- 
chard hesitates a moment before 
replying, ‘“‘It doesn’t get better. 
There are nights when I feel. sur- 
rounded. At times like that, I’d 
give almost anything for someone 
to help me, someone I could de- 
pend upon to be on my side. But 
the feeling passes. 

“I know no wrestler has ever 
survived being totally alone. The 
pressures of this life can be crip- 
pling if you can’t lean on someone 
else at some time. I’ve seen it hap- 
pen to other guys, watched them 
crumble under the weight of their 
loneliness. I know that could hap- 
pen to me. I know most people 
expect that to happen to me. It 
may very well happen to me.” 
Blanchard falls silent for a moment 
and then flashes his customarily ar- 
rogant smile ‘‘But I doubt it very 
much,”’ he adds. ia

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CAN’T REMEMBER how long 

it’s been since I’ve been struck 
with such mixed reactions to any 
tag team. Usually my opinion 
comes straight out: The Road 
Warriors are devastatingly tough, 
for example, or The Fabulous 
Ones, Steve Keirn and Stan 
Lane—dynamic and skilled all the 
way. 

But The Fabulous Blonds, as | 
said, elicit mixed emotions from 
me. It’s probably because of.the 
fact that they could truly be one of 
the most successful teams in the 
sport, if only they could deal with 
their internal problems. Most of 
those problems stem from the atti- 
tude of Eric Embry. 

The Kentucky native showed a 
lot of talent and determination in 
his reokie year, and | recall some 
of those matches in 1982 against 
oponents like Buzz Sawyer and 
The Spoiler in which he demon- 
strated a lot of promise. 

But now it seems that it’s all 
that Ken Timbs can do to keep 
the team together. Embry has de- 
veloped an attitude where he ex- 
pects everything to come to him 
easy. Maybe it’s because his 
rookie year did come easy to him, 
or maybe he just gets completely 
frustrated at the thought of losing. 


THE FABULOUS - 
BLON DS 


Whatever the reasons, Embry 
acts like a spoiled child, and 
that’s the main factor working 
against the team. Sitting on the 
floor outside the ring literally cry- 
ing about what the other team did 
to him is downright embarrassing. 
It’s no wonder the ringside fans 
hold out baby bottles when Embry 
comes to the ring. 

Seeing such reactions from 
Embry in turn frustrates me, be- 
cause | know that the kid has 
plenty of talent, and | know that 
Timbs has talent to burn as well. 
Indeed, Timbs may be one of the 
most underrated tag team wres- 
tlers in the sport today, if only for 
the fact that he’s been able to 
hold The Fabulous Blonds togeth- 
er by withstanding the crap that 
Embry has been dishing out. 

“Eric's a good tag team part- 
ner,” Timbs recently told me. 
“He’s the kind of a guy who may- 
be has a little trouble getting 
down to business, but once he 
does get down to business, he’s 
as dangerous in that ring as any- 
one else in the sport.” 

But who wants a partner who 
might be spending valuable time 
early in the match complaining 
about what the other team is do- 
ing? Personally, if | were Timbs, 


» 


I'd want a partner who could get 
right down to it as soon as the 
bell rings. 

Hey, | give Timbs a hell of a lot 
of credit. He’s trying to turn Em- 
bry back into the wrestler he 
could have been, back into the 
kind of wrestler that was hinted at 
during his rookie days. And for 
that | give Timbs an “A”’ for effort. 
He probably sees in Embry what | 
see in Embry: a kid with enor- 
mous skills who’s simply slipped 
off the track a bit and needs a 
little guidance-and help to get his 
career in order. 

See, most of the talent in this 


team remains unrealized. They al- 
ready exhibit a high caliber of 
teamwork, and they both have an 


impressive repertoire of moves 
and maneuvers. If those natural 
talents could be supplemented by 
the proper ring attitude, The Fab- 
ulous Blonds could be 
unbeatable. 

But there’s Embry again: sitting 
on the floor, bawling his eyes out. 
You can almost picture the guy 
wearing a diaper and booties in- 
stead of wrestling trunks and 
boots. Damn! | wish he could get 
his act together. 

So, I’m sure, does Timbs. (1) 
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a 25-word essay explaining why 
they wanted to go out with Morton 
and Gibson, and include a photo 
of themselves with their entry. 
Even though it will be late, I’m 
going to write my essay. There’s 
one other rule I’m going to break; 
I’m going to write just a little bit 
more than 25 words.

“The flight to Japan gave me my 
first opportunity to rest,” Von Erich 
said, “but then again | had jet lag 
to contend with! | remember sit- 
ting on the plane thinking about 
the two weeks | had just lived 
through, and trying to anticipate 
what the future would hold. 

“| knew my match on May 24 
would be a rough one,” Von Erich 
continued. “Again, it was against 
Flair. It’s funny, when | first signed 
for that match, it was before | had 
won the title. At the time, | as- 
sumed | would be challenging for 
the title. And here | was defending 
it! | think that’s when it all sunk in: 
| was the champion of the world!” 

There were two significant fac- 
tors of which both wrestlers were 
keenly aware coming into this 
match: One, this would be Flair’s 
last chance at the title (the NWA 
had already stated that Ric would 
lose his number-one ranking if he 


lost), and, two, Von Erich would be 
wrestling with a handicap. 

Kerry’s right hand—the hand he 
uses to apply his clawhold—was in- 
jured two days earlier in Tokyo 
during a match with former AWA 
champion Jumbo Tsuruta. In the 
third and deciding fall of the best 
two-out-of-three falls match, Tsuru- 
ta continually stomped on Von 
Erich’s right hand, spraining it se- 
verely. Although Kerry could not 
not close the hand, he would not 
cancel his two-out-of-three _ falls 
match against Flair in Yokosuka 
City. 

‘| won the first fall at the 15:21 
mark using the claw,” Kerry said, 
“but it took a lot out of me. | think 
applying the claw aggravated some 
of the injuries | suffered in the

Tsuruta Pacha, | had gotten a leg 
up on Flair by winning the first fall, 
but | think that some of my wor- 
ries about my right hand cost me 
the edge | initially had.” 

Flair took the second fall in 3:24

to try to squeeze into the area. 
But the 60s and the 70s are be- 
hind us now. This is the video de- 
cade. Cable television has broad- 
ened the scope of the sport of 
wrestling, lifting it from a local to 
national level. For the last few 
years, New York area fans have 
watched World Championship 
Wrestling from Georgia and have 
yearned for the day when the tour- 
ing superstars would find their way 
to the Northeast, More recently, 


New York area fans have had the, 


opportunity to watch -the wrestlers 
of the Mid-Atlantic on. WXTV 
channel 41 on Saturday afternoons 
at 1 p.m. Even though the mat 
action is broadcast in Spanish, the 
interviews with the English-speaking 
wrestlers (which are translated into 
Spanish) had made one point abso- 
lutely clear since the show first 
aired in February: The NWA was 
working its way up to the New 
York area. 

So there I sat with Matt Brock, 
tissues in my pocket in case of nose 
bleeds. ‘‘Sitting up here gives you a 
different perspective,’ the grizzled 
reporter told me. ‘“‘Not only do 
you get a complete, unobstructed 
view of the action, but you get 
something up here that the report- 
ers at the press table could never 
hope to get. 

*‘Just sit here and listen to the 
fans,’ Brock continued. ‘‘Eaves- 
drop a little; it’s okay. Don’t sit 
with the other reporters and come 
back with a story describing how 
the fans reacted to the matches. Sit 
with the fans and find out 
firsthand.”’ 

And that’s exactly what I did. 
Sure, I enjoyed the card. After all, 
I’ve seen these wrestlers in person a 
number of times. The vast majority 
of the fans had only seen them on 
TV, if at all. Their reactions were 
crucial to the future success of the 
NWA in this part of the country. 

It didn’t take me long to realize 
that a large portion of the fans at 


the Meadowlands had never even 
seen these wrestlers on TV. Since 
there was virtually no newspaper 
advertising for the card, many of 
these fans had learned about it 
through the preview articles that 
appeared in the July issues of our 
sister publications Inside Wrestling 
and The Wrestler, and the only 
thing they knew about the wrestlers 
was what they have been reading 
over the years in the magazines. 

I knew that the people who had 
seen these wrestlers before would 
have a good time. It was the people 
who were new to NWA wrestling 
whom I was particularly interested 
in. Two such people, both about 17 
years old, were sitting behind us. It 
was fascinating to gauge their reac- 
tions. Having never seen the wres- 
tlers in action or heard them inter- 
viewed on TV, they didn’t have 
that same emotional interest as they 
normally would have at the start of 
the individual matches. As each 
match progressed, however, they 
became more and more involved. 
Toward the end of each match, 
they cheered and booed as if they 
were watching the familiar Madison 
Square Garden action. 

The main event at the Meadow- 
lands that night, between U.S. 
champion Rick Steamboat and 
NWA World champion Ric Flair, 
was 31 minutes of intense action. 
After Flair won the incredible bat- 
tle, I introduced myself to the two 
fans and asked them what they 
thought of it. They both agreed 
that it was the greatest match they 
had ever seen. They also told me 
they’d be back for the next card, 
on August 21. 

Before we left our seats, Matt 
pointed to media members filing to 
the dressing room _ together. 
**They’re not going to get their sto- 
ry in there,”’ he said. ‘*You got the 
story of the evening from the two 
guys sitting behind us.”

Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 

~ reading for all wrestling fans. 


A new standard: During a recent meeting of the editorial 
board of this magazine, it was decided that the WWF Inter- 
continental champion would be rated in the number one 
position, right under the WWF champion, in the same fash- 
ion that the United States champion is rated directly under 
the NWA World champion. 

This moves Tito Santana up 
from his number two position 
in the WWF, which he had 
held since defeating Magnifi- 
cent Muraco for the title in 
March, to the number one 
slot under Hulk Hogan, de- 
noting that he is the second- 
best in the Northeast. 

Of course, because Santana 
must fulfill his commitments 
as Intercontinental titleholder, 
the number one ranking does 
not necessarily appoint him 
the number one contender 
for Hogan’s title. Greg Valen- 
tine, who is currently ranked 
number two, is considered 
the top contender for Hogan’s 
belt this month. 

The last time the Intercontinental champion was afforded 
an opportunity to wrestle for the more presitgious WWF belt 
was in early 1983, when Muraco wrestled then-WWF champi- 
on Bob Backlund in a series of bouts. 

The WWF's practice of not allowing the Intercontinental 
champion to challenge for the heavyweight championship Is 
in direct contrast to the NWA’s policy. The U.S. champion, 
currently Rick Steamboat, is considered the top contender 
for Ric Flair’s NWA World championship. 


Tito Santana 


Three places at once: Wahoo McDaniel places in three 
separate ratings categories this issue. McDaniel’s current se- 
ries of victories in the Mid-Atlantic, Missouri, and Georgia 
regions places him in our Top 10 ratings, and in the official 
NWA ratings, both at number 10. He was not ranked in 
either category last issue. McDaniel is also ranked in the 
number five position in the Mid-Atlantic region this issue. 

Wahoo continues to compete on cards in Georgia, Ohio, 
Michigan, New Jersey, and West Virginia run by the World 
Championship Wrestling promoters, but has been wrestling 
in more tag team than singles matches and is no longer 
rated among the top singles wrestlers in the Georgia ratings. 


Other multiple listings: Obviously, there are going to be a 
number of wrestlers who will be listed in more than one 
category each issue. It is, however, a rare occurrence when a 
wrestler is rated in two separate categories on the right hand 

page of our ratings, the page that 
features rankings for the top 
wrestling regions of the country. 
In this issue, however, there 
are four of those rare occur- 
rences. Nikolai Volkoff, Junkyard 
Dog, Butch Reed, and Billy Jack 
all appear in two separate region- 
al ratings categories. 
Interestingly, Volkoff, Junkyard 
Dog, and Reed currently base 
themselves in the Mid-South re- 
gion. Volkoff, who ranks at num- 
ber five in the Mid-South, is 
ranked at number eight in the 
Georgia area, where he is cur- 
rently feuding with King Kong 
Bundy. JYD, ranked sixth upon 
his return to. the Mid-South, 
comes in at number 10 in the 
Mid-Atlantic ratings. Reed, who 
ranks seventh in the Mid-South, 
is the number 10 rated wrestler 
in the World Class region. Billy 
Jack, the fourth man to hold the 
double listing distinction, is rated 
number two as state champion 
of Florida, and ranks in the Geor- 
gia area at number seven after 


Billy Jack only a few appearances. 


And finally: There seems to be an increasing number of 
Spoilers in the sport—not men who stop other wrestler's 
winning streaks or destroy their title opportunities, but men 
who call themselves “The Spoiler.” : 

We will continue to call the Georgia-based masked man 
The Spoiler and, for his counterpart who we will call Mid- 
Southern, Spoiler, sorry, but you just came a little too late.
